WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Rating agency Fitch yester¬ 
day put the United States an 
warning for a downgrade 
after Congress failed to reach 
a deal on raising the country's 
debt ceiling 

Fitch placed the United 
States's top-grade AAA rating 
on a "negative watch", citing 
the possibility the Treasury 
could default on its obliga¬ 
tions after October 17 if the 
ceil mg is not raised. 


"The US authorities have 
not raised the federal debt 
ceiling in a timely manner" 
Fitch said

The Fitch move came after a 
day of politicking m Congress 
revealed Republicans and De¬ 
mocrats remained far apart 
over a deal to fund the govern¬ 
ment and increase the $16 7 
trillion debt ceiling. 

US Treasury Secretary 
Jacob Lew has repeatedly 
warned that as of October 17 
die government will not have 
any more room to borrow 
under the ceiling to cover the 
federal deficit, and that the 
Treasury's cash level will be a 
small |30 billion 

After that, the ri.sk steadily 


rises that the Treasury will de¬ 
fault on its obligations, includ¬ 
ing possibly its debt. 

Fitch sad that if the US was 
forced into default, it w r ouldre¬ 
duce the US sovereign credit 
grade to “restricted default" 
based an the belief that Wash¬ 
ington would quickly move to 
make good on the debt But it 
would cut the rating on the 
specific debt affected by 
missed payments to B+ from 
AAA the highest rating it 
could give defaulted securities, 
m expectation that the default 
would be "cured".

On Oc- 
tober 6, 1964, a joint resolution 
of the Congress, HR 753, was 
signed into law authorizing the 
President of the United States 
to proclaim October 15 of 
each year as "White Cane 
Safety Day." Tins resolution 
said: "Resolvedby the Sen¬ 
ate and House of Represen¬ 
tatives", that the President is 
hereby authorized to issue 
annually a proclamation 
designating October 15 as 
White Cane Safety Day and 
calling upon the people of the 
United States to observe such 
a day with appro pnate cere¬ 
monies and activities. " 

It was then President Lyn¬ 
don Johnson who signed into 
law this day of acknowledge¬ 
ment for die growing spirit of 
independence and the increased 
determination to be self-reliant 
that die organized blind had 
shown. The Presidential procla¬ 
mation said: 

‘The wlnte cane in our soci¬ 
ety has become one of die sym¬ 
bols of a blind person's ability to 
come and go on Ins own Its use

Venezuela nabs second 
ship in a week in 
territorial dispute 


CARACAS (AFP) - 
Venezuela an Tuesday seized a 
second ship in as many weeks 
accused of violating its exclu¬ 
sive economic zone - -tins time 
a fishing boat from Trinidad, 
authorities said. 

“Sovereignty will be re- 
sp ect e d Trim dad - fiagge d b o at 
seized m Venezuela's EEZ for 
unauthorized fishing," general 
Vtadimiro Padnno,. head of die 
Strategic Operational Com¬ 
mand, said m a message an 
Twitter. 

Padnno did not immedi¬ 
ately say if crew from Trinidad 
and Tobago were detained. 

The enforcement move near 
Sucre state came just five days 
after Venezuela seized a 
Malaysian oil exploration ship 
Tekmk Per dan a. 

Neighboring Guyana lured 
US-based An ad ark d to search 
for offshore oil, in a highly sen¬ 
sitive and potentially explosive 
move. 

That is because Caracas 
dams about two thirds of 
Guyana's national territory -- 
and related o ffshore lights. The 


Esseqmbo river basin dispute is 
the biggest remaining tern to¬ 
nal dispute m South America 

Late Venezuelan president. 
Hugo Chavez frequently spoke 
of the oil- and mineral-rich ter¬ 
ritory as vital to Venezuela as a 
nati on But his military was not 
involved in frequent enforce¬ 
ment operations of this kind, as 
it now is under President Nico¬ 
las Madura 

The Malaysian-owned ves¬ 
sel was boarded on Thursday 
by die Venezuelan navy and 
sailed to Margarita Island, die 
company said. 

Venezuela has claimed the 
disputed territory since 1397. 
And students in Venezuela are 
shown national maps with die 
territory included with stripes 
through it - a pending issue of 
huge national and economic 
importance. 

In late August. Madura and 
Ins Guyanese counterpart, Don¬ 
ald Remotar, said that they 
were moving to resolve the dis¬ 
pute and would continue tD 
seek help from United Nations 
mediators to solve it.

Dutch police arrest 'cocaine 
smuggling' Schiphol workers 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
police have arrested several 
airport workers at Amster¬ 
dam's Schiphol who al¬ 
legedly picked up cocaine 
packages stashed aboard 
planes arriving from Latin 
America, a gendarme 
spokesman said dh Tuesday. 

A total of 15 people have 
been arrested since July, 
seven of them employed by 
tire same company at 
Schiphol, spokesman Robert 
van Kapel told AF^ declin¬ 
ing to name the company. 

“Further arrests are not ex¬ 
cluded,'* he added. 

The men, aged 33 to 65, 
are Dutch, Turkish and 


Colombian citizens, he said 

They were arrested in 
raids on homes m and around 
Amsterdam 

Van Kapel said "tens-of- 
kilos" of cocaine had been 
hidden on flights from Cen¬ 
tral and South America, but 
he declined to say where on 
the planes the drugs were 
stashed 

"The flights were never 
put m danger as a result," he 
added, saying the investiga¬ 
tion was ongoing. 

The 15 men are to face 
charges of drug smuggling 
and some also face illegal 
weapons charges. Van Kapel 
said. 


Last year Dutch authori¬ 
ties arrested 12 airport work¬ 
ers suspected of helping to 
smuggle cocaine from the 
Caribbean. 

In March last year, gen¬ 
darmes at Schiphol confis¬ 
cated 30C kilos of cocaine 
from South and Central 
America with an estimated 
street value of 12 million 
euros ($ 16 million). 

The haul was one of the 
largest in recent years at the 
airport.. 

Schiphol is Europe's 
fourth-busiest airport with 
between 120,000 to 140,000 
passengers passing through 
daily.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Many people hospitalized m 
intensive ewe for conditions 
like a heart attack face lasting 
mental deficits similar to trau¬ 
matic brain injury, US re¬ 
searchers said urging families 
tD push for minimal sedation 

The problem is "very com¬ 
mon," with a condition known 
as delirium affecting about 
three-quarters of those treated 
m the 1CU and subsequent 
brain damage enduring for at 
least a year in up to one in 
three of them, said the study. 

Many of these patients are 
left m a "private nightmare of 
their own," since the medical 
community is largely unaware 
of die phenomenon, said senior 
author Wes Ely professor of 
medicine at Vanderbilt Univer¬ 
sity m Nashville, Tennessee 

“We work so hard to help 
them survive, and we think that 
when they get off life support 
and they get out of shock that 
we have done our job and we 
can send them on their way," 
he said. 

Their struggles were associ¬ 
ated with the length of time the 
patients suffered from delir¬ 
ium, a confused mental state 


til at commonly occurs in seri¬ 
ously ill p atients 
Previous research has shown 
delirium may lead to brain at¬ 
rophy by causing inflammation 
and killing neurons, though 
more study is needed to under¬ 
stand why and how it works. 

Researchers also know that 
delinmn is more likely to occur 
when higher amounts of drugs 
such as sedatives or painkillers 
are given to patients. 

Hie study included 821 pa¬ 
tients, o f whom j ust six percent 
were believed to have same 
kind of cognitive impairment 
when entering the hospital 
The patients, ranging in age 
from 1S to 99 with an average 
age of dl, were rushed to in¬ 
tensive care for either a severe 
heart attack, respiratory failure 
or septic shock. 

Del mum developed in 74 
percent of patients while they 
were in the hospital and typi¬ 
cally lasted about four days 
After a year, one m three pa¬ 
tients scored similarly to peo¬ 
ple with traumatic brain injury 
on mental tests, while nearly 
one in four performed like peo¬ 
ple with Alzheimer's disease, 
regardless of their age. 


The longer the period of 
delirium they had suffered in 
the hospital, the worse off they 
were mentally later on, accord¬ 
ing to die findings 

Maggie Zellner, director of 
the Neuropsycho analysis 
Foundation m New York, who 
was not involved with the 
study, described it as "signifi¬ 
cant " 

"This study demonstrates 
that a range of conditions 
win eh redue e blood fl. o w, oxy¬ 
gen, and other nutrients to the 
brain can lead to cognitive im- 
p ailment," she said in an email 
to AFP

EU ministers agree big step 
towards banking union 


LUXEMBOURG (AFP) - 
EU finance ministers took a 
key step yesterday towards a 
'Banking Union,’ the new re¬ 
gulatory framework meant to 
prevent, any repeat of the fi¬ 
nal ci al m elt do wn win ch 
plunged Europe into crisis 

Ministerial approval of the 
Single Supervisory Mecha¬ 
nism, "the first pillar of 
Banking Union ... is a mo¬ 
mentous step," EU Financial 
M arket s Co man s si a n er 

Michel Banner said. It is "the 
start of a new era for the su¬ 
pervision of Eurozone 
banks," 

The SSM, 13 months in 
the making, will come into 
force m one year's time, in 
accordance with EU practice. 

It was originally supposed 
to start early next year but the 
timetable slipped amid sharp 
differences over its precise 
role and especially aver haw 
it would relate to non-euro 
EU countries. 

Non-euro Britain led the 
doubters given concerns over 
London's future as one of the 
world's mo st important finan¬ 
cial markets. 

Britain, in part reflecting 
London's global role, is home 
to the European Banking Au¬ 
thority, which is supposed to 
draft the nil es for all b anks in 
the EU while the SSM is to 
be run by the Frank hut-based 


European Central Bank. 

To ensure that the 17 euro¬ 
zone members do not out¬ 
vote the 11 non-euro 
members also groupedm the 
EBA London gat agreement 
in December that there would 
have to be a "double major¬ 
ity" in b oth camps far any ac¬ 
tion. 

Tins understanding, winch 
offers Britain a virtual veto, 
was confirmed again in talks 
this week, clearing the way 
for the SSM 

"The UK continues to sup¬ 
port Backing Union and wel¬ 
comes today's final agree¬ 
ment," a British statement, 
said. 

As well as helping sta¬ 
bilise the euro, it also cru¬ 
cially "puts in place strong 
protection for those member 
states not taking part," it 
added. 

The SSM agreed yester¬ 
day is to be complemented by 
a Single Resolution Mecha¬ 
nism to close failing banks 
and a deposit guarantee 
regime to protect savers. 

Combined, this will pro¬ 
vide a unified regulatory 
framework intended to pre¬ 
vent taxpayers from paying 
for disastrously expensive 
bank bailouts which led to 
years of austerity and reces¬ 
sion in the eurozone

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Brazil crime gang threatens 
'World Cup terror* 



SAQ PAULO (AFP) - A 
feared organized crime syndi¬ 
cate b ased m Brazil has threat¬ 
ened to launch terror-style 
attacks during the World Cup 
and presidential elections next 
year, a daily newspaper re¬ 
ported Tuesday. 

The so-called First Com¬ 
mand of the Capital gang, 
winch is led from inside pris¬ 
ons in Sao Paulo state, vowed 
to unleash a "World Cup of 
terror" if its chiefs are trans¬ 
ferred and isolated m other 
jails, the report said. 

The O Estado de Sao Paulo 
daily's staiy fallowed its reve¬ 
lation last week of details of an 
extensive report by prosecu¬ 
tors on the activities of the 
group, which is better known 
by its shortened moniker, the 
PCC. 

" Hie thre ats exteu d to 2014, 
when they are promising a 
'World Cup of terror' and at¬ 
tacks during tire presidential 
elections," it warned The 
World Cup, the first in Brazil 


since 1950, kicks off in Sao 
Paulo next June 

However, the commander of 
Sao Paulo state's military po¬ 
lice, Colonel Ben edit o Meira, 
told AFP that while some 
criminals have been wire¬ 
tapped discussing the World 
Cup, there was no intelligence 
report of a "real threat" during 
a sp orting event 

"There is no need to be 
alarmist. One needs to see 
when the (wiretapped) com¬ 
ments were made, in what 
context," he said, adding that 
police have been conducting 
various simulation scenarios to 
be better prepared for all types 
of security threats during the 
football extravaganza 

The PCC, as described in 
the prosecutors' report, is a 
huge organization with sepa¬ 
rate divisions to coordinate the 
ding trade, commit crimes, 
provide legal defense to its 
members and manage its fi¬ 
nances 

Hie syndicate, which has 


more than 1 1,000 members, 
including 5,000 behind bars, 
also operates m Paraguay and 
Bolivia, it added. 

Hie prosecutors called for 
175 PCC members wIid are 
currently free to be incarcer¬ 
ated. 

They are also demanding 
tougher jail conditions for 32 
others currently held, includ¬ 
ing the entire leadership, in 
Presidente Venceslau in Sao 
Paulo state 

Hie paper said the gang re¬ 
lies on a "board of directors" 
made up of criminals not in de¬ 
tention to run day-to-day oper¬ 
ations. 

Hie report grew out of more 
than three years of investiga¬ 
tion and was based on docu¬ 
ments, witnesses' testimonies 
and wiretaps. 

Hie PCC was blamed for a 
wave of violence that left more 
hi an 30 D people dead, includ¬ 
ing some police officers, late 
last year 

In 2GBa, the gang also went 
on a rampage in Sao Paulo, at¬ 
tacking police stations and 
public buildings. 

According to human rtgilts 
groups, the PCC assault, which 
triggered a wave of police 
reprisal attacks in which scores 
of suspects were gunned down, 
cams m large part mresponse 
to a senes of organized shake¬ 
downs by police. 

Hie PCC was set up m 1993 
by jailed drug traffickers in 
Sao Paulo.
